ArrpLE MERINGUE.—To a quart of 
sifted apple-sauce add the yolks of 
three eggs, butter the size of a small 
a little nutmeg, a pinch of salt 
ani Weyer to taste. ut the mixture 
into a neat baking-dish and cook until 
a light brown on top. Cover witha 
meringue made with the three whites 
of the eggs beaten with three table- 
spoonfuls of powdered sugar and a 
little lemon juice until stiff. Sift 
powdered sugar over the top, return 
to the oven long enough to color deli- 
cately and serve cold with sweetened 
and flavored cream. 


BakED Eae-PLant.—Trim off the.

perfectly cold; peal open and take out 
the sced, mash the tato-plant 
Snooth, pouring off any water that 
comes, and add to it half a grated 
nutmeg, a saltspoonful of white pep- 
per, half a teaspounful of salt, tea-| 
cupful of milk, a teaspoonful of 
butter, two eggs, and bread erumbs 
enough to make a thick batter of it;

JELLY MADE FROM GRAPES,—To 
make ‘nice grape jelly the grapes 
should be freshly gathered, and not 
over ripe. Pick from the stems, wash 
and. put them in a porce.ain kettle 
over a very slow fire, mash the grapes, 
and when. all warmed through re- 
move from the fire. Strain through 
a thin flannel or strainer-cloth a little 
at a time, but do not squeeze it, or the 
jelly will not be clear and smooth ; 
the pulp cam be sifted for jam. To 
each pint of juice allow a pound of 
sugar. Pour the juice into the kettle 
and add the sugar, stirring it until it 
is dissolved. Boil steadily twenty 
minutes, skimming as it requires.

that reason that only the surplus that 
he cannot sell in the home market is

sold in the home market, 
against less than $1,000,000,000 sent 
to a foreign market. Every one of 
the 50,000,000 of our population con- 
sumed on the average | st year $160 
worth of that which was produced by 
agricultural labor and ‘capital. Now 
suppuse our 50,000,000 of population 
were not able to buy that much—sup- 
pose the consumption to fall to $80 to 
each person! Who would be the greatest 
sufferer? Why, the farmer, of course. 
It would be ruin to him. Well, that 
is precisely what wou.d happen if 
Democratic fr-e trade wore inaug- 
urated again, and the wages of the 
laborer, the mechanic, tne artisan, the 
professional man reduced, as they 
would ne reducad, to starvation rates. 
Let the farmer see to it first that pro- 


tection to labor is continued, and then: 
- attend to the other fertilizers.
